WHO WAS FIRST? Edison was the first 
electric company in America to produce 
electricity commercially with atomic 
power from a non-military reactor.

WHY IS EDISON CONCENTRATING

Through increased efficiencies, and the 
wide acceptance of electric living, the elec- 
tric utility companies have been able to 
keep the cost of electricity trending down- 
ward! The chart above shows the average 
(national) price per kilowatt-hour of 
electricity for residential customers from 
1913 to 1960, 

Here in Southern California, the record 
has been outstanding. The average cost of 
a kilowatt-hour of electricity to Edison 
residential customers is 269% lower today 
than it was in 1939.
